I Cannot but give this Honourable Aſſembly 

ſome ſhort Account of the Tyrannous Inſults 

..and Barbarous Threats of Our Enemics, 

( the French ) m Particular againſt theſe Two 

_ Houſes of Parhament, at the beginning of 
the War. | 


T being my Misfortune to be Diſabled and Taken at Sea, in 
[| the Year 1689. I was carried to Breſt under very hard 
uſage, and nothing could I hear, but of having my Self aud Mew 
ent to the Gallies, and that they did not queſtion but in a Twelve 
Months time, to have all the Parliament of England there, to 
Row their Kzng in a Galley, uſing the moſt Reproachful Names 
tothis Auguſt Aſſembly, that their Malice aud Madneſs could 
think of ; aud ſo far they proceeded in their Barbarity and Cons 
fidence of Vietory, that they took upwards of Seven Hundred Eng- 


th Priſoners, ( part of them my $8 hip's Company ) Hanad-cuff 'd 


them two and two together, faitnins Sixty Couple in a Rope, in 
that manner, ariving them from Brelt and other Places, to'Thou- 
ton 72 Provence, being ſeveral Hundred Mites, Beating, Whip- 
prag, and ſo hardly uſing them, that ſeveral of them ated nader 
their hands: And: when they came to Thoulon, hearing of the 
Succefs of Their Majeities Arms in Ireland, they chaxged their 
Refolution of putting them into the Galleys, bat travelled them 
back again 10 Rochtort, under ſuch miſerable, harſh ard ſevere 
wage, with Hunger, Cold, Travelling, and Beating, &C. That 

many 
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many of them Died by the way, who were then knock'd out of the 
Irons, and left often in the Fields without Burial ; And when 
any of” them broke Priſon, (which their Miſery forc'd them to, 
deſiring rather to dye than live ſo) their Guard when they took 
them, would Chain them to a Wall without ſhelter from the Wea- 
ther, and there let them lie Languiſhing for ſeveral days t02e- 
ther, as particularly John Hutchin's, Teoman of my Powaer- 
Room, and many others : And for my own part, they took Me 
out of the Hoſpital at Breſt, before half Cur'd of my Wounds, 
and would have carry'd me on Horſe-back, though the C hirurgi- 
0a5 declar'd it would certainly Kjll me ; at length the Chirur« 
gions prevaiÞd to have me carried in a Litter, with Lieutenant 
Walker, one of my Lieatenants, who was likewiſe Wounded ; 
They Carry d us thas Eight Days in Company with three Deſer- 
ters, whoſe Noſes were ſlit an Inch up, their Cheeks burnt with 
a Flower-de-luce, their Hair cut off, and their Ears cat, with 
their Legs tied under the Horſes Belly, and their Hands chain- - 
ed, yet they were better mounted than thoſe in Company with me, 
to whom they would neither allow Stick nor Spur ; Their Names 
were Lientezxant Willam Clutterbuck, ( oze of my Lieute- 
nants ) Mr. Rowley the Vice Admiral of Brandenburgh, 
and one Mr. Carbonnell, az Engliſh Merchant of French Pa- 
rents, who was firit taken up under pretence of being a Spy, and 
ſtill detained in Priſon, and now pretend Debt upon him. We 
were guarded with the Povost Marine, and four Arches, giv- 
ing out by the way, That I was an Engliſh Lord they had ta- 
ken,ſo that all the Country People came flocking to ſee me. When 
we came to Nantz, they clapt us up in the Caſtle, where there 
were two Hugonots and a Prieit, one Monſtear La Noa, that 
had been a Priſoner Two and Twenty Years, Seven Tears in a 
Dungeon (where he never had any Light but while he Eat ) 
Sixteen, Tears before brought to Tryal, azd then becauſe too 
old to go to the Gallies, they Condem'd him to: perpetual In- 
priſonment, and all for writing a Book Refletins oz the Arch- 
Piſpop of Paris; and though they could not prove it upon him, 
Jet they uſed himſo ſeverely, it being the Barbarons Principle of 
the Cruel French King , rather to puniſh twenty Tanccent

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Perſons, than let one, they think Guilty, Eſcape : They would not 
allow us any Proviſion though we ſent to th 

we would give half a Crown a Day each; then we deſired the Al- 
Fowance only of Bread and Water, telling them we has no Moy, 
but for all that they would not allow us any without paying for it, 


ana Six-pence a Day found us Four Bread, which we were for- 


ced to give or ſtarve ; thus we liv d"'on Bread and Water Fif- 
teen Days, and then the other T hree conſented to pay for other 
Vittuals; but becauſe I found ſuch living did me good for my 
Wounds, I continued it Five and 1wenty Days, with the help 
of two Pound of Cheeſe which I had, unknown to my Guard ; 
but if we had had no Mony we must have ſtarved for Want. 
IW hen I came to eat Meat, my Wounds growing worſe, I was or- 
dered to take Phyſick, and being adviſed by the Proteſtants to 
take care I were not Poiſoned therewith, when my Phyſick was 
brought, I called the ret of my Company, and deſired them to 
bear Witneſs, That if I were Poiſoned, it were in Drinking 
Kzng William's Health, and thereupon I drank the ſame, 
which being told the Governor by the ſaid Mr, Rowley, and 
notice ſent to Paris, An Order came to take me from the ret of 
my Company, and put me into a Dungeon; but the Governor 
being a Man of more Conſcience than the re#t, becauſe there was 
0 Dungeon but what was ſo wet would ſoon have kill'd me, He 

ut me in a Tower (the Walls twenty Foot thick) Archt 
above and below, and the Windows made up, ſave only a little 
Lizht twelve Foot high, where I lay a lone very diſconſolately, 
three or four Months, when Mr. Skelton comng thither, got 
me liberty to walk in the Castle, which being kaowa at Paris, 
an Order came to ſend me to Angiers, and then I had Tea-peace 
4 Day paid me for all the time 1 was at Nantz,” which was the 
only Mony I received of the French all the while I was i 
France. 


4t Angiers I lay Cloſe Priſener ia the Caſte fifteen Months 
rore, under a moſt Cruel and Tyraznical Governor, Monſtear 
thon ( former! Cardinal Mazarine's Guard ) wh 
Dotclhon ( formerly one of Caraznal MAZATrine s Grara ) who 
would receive the Sacrament every Vi/eek, and yet as ſoon as he

There were in Priſon fourteen 
Perſons, ſome for Religion, and 
the reſt on other Pretences ; among 
whom were People of wery good 
Quality, whoſe Names are in the

them Eighty and an Hundred years 
of Age, who are never permitted 
to Write or receive any Letters 
from their Friends, and particu- 
larly the Dutcheſs de la Force,

tho her Husband the Dake (by his great Age and Hardſhip in 
the Baſtile) was forced to turn his Religion, yet they will not 
ſuffer him to Write to his Dutcheſs, nor her to Write to him. 


This Governor by his own contrivance to Puniſh the Priſo- 
mers, had a Door made to the outſide of each Priſon Window, 
which upon every ſlight occaſion, he would cauſe to be Locked 


up, that the Priſoners had no manner of Light ſometimes for 
fix or ſeven Months together. 


While T was at Angiers, there was a Proteſtant Marqueſs 
Condemned to the Gallies for breaking out of Priſon, he was 
Chained to a Turk, rhat had hardly Rags to cover him; in 
this Manner he was carried to the Galleys, and then made to 
Strip, and Row with the reft of the Slaves, 


The Taxes upon the People are ſo Prodigious, that a poor 
Shoemaker at Angicrs ( oze Mathurine Gainer ) that had 4 


Iife and three Children, ana paid but Twenty Shillings a Year 
Rent, was rated a Noble; and tho he offered to part with all ke 
| t | 
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had for five Shillinss, y2t they ſent Soldiers to Quarter upon him 


till he paid; ( which is their uſual method of raiſing Taxes ) 
who taking away what he had, the poor Man by Charity, got 
enough to pay the Tax; but yet for ſaying he would write tg 
the King about it, he was clap'd into a Dungeon in the ſame 
(Caſtle where I was, and there kept three Weeks, and then upon 
the Supplication of his Wife, he was permitted to work in the 
Paſſage ro the Dungeon, to keep his Children from Starving : 
And according to the Ability of the Perſons, they ſend Sol- 
aiers to Rifle and Tyrannize over them till they pay their 
Taxes, and when I came away, they were going to lay a Tax 
up02 Saboes, or Mooden Shoes, beſides four Pence upon a Hat 
tho it coft but half a Crown, and I axes upon Chriſtnings and 


Funerals. 


B< There was likewiſe Priſoner at Angiers, oe My, God- 
dard az Engliſh Gentleman,who being in the Academy before the 
12 mas at the beginning of the War, taken up as a Spy, tho 


then but Fifteen Tears of Age, and kept ſo cloſely, that they 


wonld neither let me ſee him when he was Sick, nor he ſee me 


when I was Sick, only when I was coming away, with much ado, 
I got 10 ſee him, where he lay in the Common-Goal in a ſad 
Condition, and now T hear, he is removed to the Baſtile, and 
0 Exchange will be allowed for him, tho there was a Priſoner 
ſent hence by mutual Agreement, for him, two Tears ſince, who 
was kept there and yet he not delivered; and thus we fee what 
litile regard the French have to their Word, in performing 
either Articles or Treatics. 


At my coming away, T1 went to viſit the Enghſh Priſozers 
at Dinan iz Brittany, where they lay in a moſt miſerable con- 
dition; two lay Dead at the Door, and had (0 lain four and 
twenty Hours; the Place Stunk ſo I was not able to go in; 
and with their hard Uſage, Seven hundred have been Buried 
out of that Priſon ſince this War ; which computed with thoſe 
Dead at Rochtort and other Places, we cannot reckon to have 


loft leſs than Two thouſand good Seamen, by the ll Treatment 
they 
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they have had in France: And notwithſtanding the Genera! 
Exchange agreed on, they continue their wonted Barbarity t» 
our Seamen as much as ever: And yet to the Honor of the 
Engliſh Sazlers, I never found ( notwithſkanding all their id 
Uſage by H:nger, Beating and otherwiſe) that any of ther 
went into that Kyngs Service, tho much Sollicited to it by the 
Dake of Berwick and Sir Willam Jennings; and that Mr. 
Fitz James, who # Stiled Grand Prior of England azd Ire- 
land, went to Sea the two laſt years, yet there was not Fifty 
Engliſh Seamen in their whole Fleet ; which may ſerve 10 con- 
fute a popular Miſtake among 1s, that the French have abun- 
aance of our Seamen in their Service: Indeed, there are three 
Privateers belonging to King James, that were ſet out of Ire- 
land when he was there, that are Mauned with Englih and 
Iriſh. 

And as they at firſt gave out I was ax Engliſh Lord, ſo I 


found afterwards their Demands were accordingly for my Re- 


leaſe, for they firſt refuſed thirty Seamen in Exchange for me, 
then they refuſed two Captains ( Pecarr and Buſheen ) after- 
wards they demanded Captain St, Marix and four Scotch 
Captains'that lay Condemned ia Newgate, and when that 
was conſented to, then they demanded Lieutenant General Ha- 
milton for me, and would not be content to take the Earl of 
Clancarty, or any of the other Priſoners in the Tower , aid 
ow after all, this Value put upon me by my Enemies, T ſhould 
be very glad to be thought Serviceable at Home, as I deſire to 
be, and hope I may in this. -_ 


They took oz Board me, oze John Denny «a French Prote-. 
ſtant, who was Settled and Married in England ; him the; 
Condemned to be Hang'd at Raines, bat afterwards gave hits 
his Life to Serve them Ten Tears, Now ſince there i; a 92916- 
ral Exchange, and that we Releaſe all the Engliſh and 1rill! 
of their Party that we Take, I think it my Duty in like m9%- 
ner to plead for his being Demanaed, and ſent for back , 1h! 
he way return to his Family. 
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Azad here it may not be amiſi to let rhele H110u-151s Houſes 
kzyow, what care the French Kzng took to keep 471 nccount of 
wat Expence he was at upon the account of iceland ; for that 
re had a Commiſſary on purpoſe io take and keep: an Account of 
al the Charges he was at in all things relating thereto, and it 
224y be eaſily imazin?d wiy he did ſo: One time it happened 
th1t the Governor of Angiers ſent for me, and in Diſcourſe 
told me what it had cojt the Kjng vis Maſter on the account 
of Ireland, which amounted to a great many Millions of Livres, 
which T put down for a Memorandum, but loſt the Paper, and 
the Sum I have forgot; but the Governor told me, When King 
TJames got England again, he would pay the Frexch King 
all the Expences he had been at on his Account, or give 
um Irelazd for it. Azd another time a French Gentlemay 
veing permitted by the Governor to Diſcourſe me, and T not 
fearing to ſpeak, as knowing I could not well be uſed worſe 
than I was, told him, They were all Slaves to their Kyng, but 
could not ſee it, like a Dog that never complains for want of 
a Hat, becauſe he never wore one, He ſaid, If they were 
Slaves, yet their Comfort was, they ſhould &'er long have 
us to be their Slaves. Another time the Governor ſent 
for me to tell me Plymouth was Surrendred to them, and that 
it was done by the Deputy-Governor, upon which I Smiled at 
the Conceit ; he being extraordinarily deſirous to know the rea= 
fon why I would not , believe it, I told him, That Governors 
here were not ſo Arbitrary as they in France; and that be- 
fidtes, a Trae Engliſhman has as much an Aztipathy to @ 
trenchman, as « Maſtiff Dog had to a Bull, apon which he 
very angrily remanded me to. Priſon, 


Salt i there Ninepence per Pound, which all People muſt 
take at that rate, and what quantity they are allotted; and 
muſt :0t diſpoſe of any to a Neighbour or Friend; and poor 
People that are z0t able to Buy, will watch an opportunity when 
any Salt Fiſh is laid a Freſhening, toget the Water to make 
Pattage, but the Goblees, which are Officers appointed to look 


after 


po 
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after the Revenue of Salt, will throw it down the Kennel to 
prevent the Poor having that ſmall Advantee. 


If any Perſon be found Stealing the Cuſtom of Salt, though 
never ſo ſmall, they muit pay an Hundred Crowns for the firit 
Offence, or go to the Gallies ; but if they do it a Second time, 
nothing can prevent their being ſeat to the Gallies; and thus 
the French Kzzg breeds Slaves of his own, without buying 
Turks, Moors, or Negroes ; for by the help of theſe, and the 
Proteſtants that break Priſon, he finds almoſt ſufficient for 
that uſe, 


The manner of his Dragooning his Frotcitant Sabjects is 
this, When any one would not comply with the Priests in mat- 
ters of Religion, Dragoons were ſent to Quarter upon them, 
according to their Rank or Degree; which Drazoons would zot 
be content with Free Quarters; but the Oppreſſed Hoſt was 
forced, for Quietnefi, to give them a Piſtole, or two Crowns 
a Day, in that manner waſting their Eſtates till all was gone; 
then the Poor Men would endeavour to make their Eſcape out 
of ſuch Miſery : But the Dragoons having a ſtrif# Eye over 
hem, would certainly keep them while any thing was left, and 
then carry: them to Priſon. 


The French Kzzg to decoy thoſe poor People, at firſt aſſured. 
them by his Officers, that if they would comply, they ſhould re- 
ceive the Sacrament in both kinds, which prevail'd with many 
to turn, but then according to his wonted Broken Word, denied 
them the Cup, and allowed them only the Wafer , and abun- 
dance are now in Priſon that have ſo been for ſeveral Tears pat 
on that Account, who fail not conſtantly to Pray for the Suc- 
ceſs of Their Majeſties Arms. 


And if this be their uſage to their own Pecy!e, What may 
thoſe of our Nation expet?, if ever they ſhould 52 ſo wretched! 
Unhappy ( which God preveit) to fall under their Power, 
which makes me admire that jome People here jrould fo loſe their 

| Qenſcs, 
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Senſes, as to Applaud or Entertain the leaft Thoughts of a 
French Government, which I could never imagine, till my 
Return to England ; and therefore muZt impute it to the mot 
Stupid ſort of Ignorance and Malice, and that they have no- 
thing to loſe after they have parted with their Brains, and 
that Love for their Country, Religion and Poſterity, which is 
natural to every true Engliſhman. TI am,

As here under-mentioned for the Service of Their Ma- 
jeſlies and the Kingdom, in Manning the Royal 
Navy on any Occaſion, ( without Impreſſing ) in @ 
Month's time after ſetling the Office ; Hereby hum- 
bly propoſed for that purpoſe. 


H E Qualification of each Seaman, is, That. he 

_ ſhall underſtand the Mechanick part of a Sailer, 
which is to Reet and Fur], and take his Trick 

at Helm, and be a Man at all Calls, properly 

called a Hazulbolizg ; lo that half a Ships Complement of ſuch 
Men before the Maſt, will be ſufficient to well Man any 
Ship; for Maſters-Mates, Mid{hip-Men, Quarter-Maſters, 
Quarter-Gunners, and other {mall Officers, will go volun- 
tarily with their reſpective Commanders; and ſeveral 
others ( may be ſuppoſed) for Preterment, which will 
not

iv. be of this number. And therefore the ſaid Twenty 
Thouſand able Seamen ( with the help of the Warrant- 
Officers, Voluntiers, Officers Servants, ſmall Officers, and 
Water-mens Apprentices, who are ſent by their Hall, tv- 
gether with the Sail-Makers, Armorers, Carpenters-Crew, 
and Chirurgions Crew, ) will be ſufficient to Man Their 
Majeſties whole Fleet. 

This Method of bringing in Seamen without Impreſling, 
will be of vait Advantage to the King and Kingdom. 

x. In ſaving the great Charge of ConduQ-Mony, and” 
Bounty-Mony. 

2. In ſaving the Charge of hiring Smacks, Ketches, and 
other Veilels, for Impretſhing of Seamen, which ſtand the 
King in 3o /, a Month each Velſlel one with another, or 
thereabouts; and of theſe each firſt and {ccond Rate Shi 
hath three or four, and a third and fourth Rate Ship hath 
one or two, beſides the Captains of each Ship according 
to the Rate and Bigneſs, have Impreſt Mony, ſome x00 /. 
ſome 50 /. ſome 20 /, Beſides bringing in their Bills of 
Charges and Disburſements, which have ſometimes a- 
mounted to two or three Hundred Pounds a Ship to my 
knowledge, all which, by the Method hereafter mentioned, 
may be ſaved to the Crown and Kingdom, which, in Con- 
duct, Bounty and Impreſt-Mony, with the hiring of Veſ: 
ſels as aforeſaid, cannot be reckoned to amount to leſs 
than 60000 /, per Annum. 

By this Method the King being aſlured of having Men rea- 
dy to Man his Fleet on any occaſion,in a Month's time, will 
{ave the vaſt Charges of keeping the great Ships in Pay all the 


Winter, and belides prevent the Danger of ever being Inva- 


ded by any Foreign Enemy ; (as was like to have been this 
Yeexr) for after the Summers Expedition is over,and the Fleet 
come in, 1t would be a great Encouragement to the Seamen 
to be paid oit,and their Tickets paid at the ſame time, which 
would give them Credit at any time, prevent the great 
Abuſe of Ticket-buying, and cnable Seamen to reap the 
Benefit ot their Labour themſclyes, as now they do not ; 


and 
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and though the King ſhould give 20 /. per Cent for Mony 
{o to Pay them, his Majeſty would fave vaſtly by it : And 
upon iſſuing out his Royal Proclamation at any time, have 
Men ſuricient for his Service again. 

And here it may be Objected, ( perhaps from a Book 
lately ſet out by one Hezry Maydmayx a Purier) That Scamen 
are diſcouraged from 'Their Majeſties Service, by the Abules 
of their Commanders : 'To which it is Anſwered ; It is a {ign 
that that Purſer hath Sailed with honeſt Captains that 
would not let him pinch the Men, for the Men never fare 
better than when a Captain and Purſer diſagree: I obſerve 
he carefully conceals his Employ of Purſer, well knowing, 
that of all Officers, ſuch a one in this Caſe 1s the leaſt to be 
Credited ; for let Commanders ſee that the Purſers do not 
wrong the Men, and let them be paid their Majeſties Allow- 
ance, and theTickets at Payment of the Ship,or upon tender 
afterwards, they are very well encouraged, and care not for 
hard words from a Captain, which break no Bones. 

B<=> But that which diſcourages Seamen is, the want of 
their' due Pay, and the lying of their Tickets ſeveral Years 
without Payment, \unleſs ſold to a Ticket-buyer, which oc- 
caſions the Proverb among them Of going to Sea for 2 Knife 
and Sheath. 

This would likewiſe prevent the Impreſſing of Eand-men, 
( altogether unqualified, which often breeds Sickneſs in the 
Fleet) as alſo Water-men that were never at Sea, upon 
whom it 15 now very hard : For Inſtance a Water-man is 
Imprelit out of his Boat that has a Wife and four or five 
Children to maintain, in his abſence his Boat is unimployed 
and receives damage ; his Wite and Children mult become 
burthenſom to the Pariſh, or it {he has Credit, perhaps runs 
her Husband in debr more than he can get up in a Year 
or tWO. | 

Likewiſe when a Ship comes home after a long Voyage, 
the Mien are Impreit, who perhaps have ſome of them Ven- 
tures on Board, which they are {natch'd trom without havy- 
ing the liberty. of going to NT, Families, and GIpoug of 

| what 
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what they have, or even to refreſh themſelves ; in which 
Caſe their Ventures are loſt, the Men Diſlatisfied, and their 
Families half Ruined : Alſo, many Perſons have been loſt 
on the Thames and other Places, in endeavouring to Eſcape; 
as particularly Ten or 'I'welve Perſons lately in Boats were 
Drowned, Shot, and Died of their Wounds, in making off 
trom from a Ship that had Preſt them ; and the Sand-Bar- 
ges at Plymoath when a Prels 1s thereabouts, lye wholly 
Unemployed by the Abſconding of the Men, which hin- 
des the Working of Husband-men, for want of that Sand 
to Manure the Ground ; ſo that many Teams of Horſes and 


.Yokes of Oxen, lye {till on that account, to the great Dam- 


age of the Country. 

This would alſo prevent the great Abuſes by Perſons 
pretending to be Preſs-Maſters, who to get Money, 'often 
do very ul things; ſometimes occaſion Murder, and ge- 
nerally ſuch Diſorders as bring an Odium upon Their Maje- 
{ties Fleet undelerved. 

Beſides, it 1s very hat | upon Lieutenants, who in. Pref- 
fing cannot but ſpend more than their Pay, and ſome- 
times are Turned out for Impreſſing thoſe that have Pro- 
tections, (which by this will be taken off : ) So that no 
Man, as the Caſe now ſtands, would be a Lieutenant, were 
it not for the Proſpect of being advanced to Captain. 

In the next Place it is hoped, no Man's Private Intereſt 
will be thought equivalent to Ballance againſt ſo great a 
Publick Good and Eaſe as this will be to the King and 
Kingdom. 

The Reaſons that have induced me to undertake this 
creat Work, are drawn from my Dear-bought Experience 
when Priſoner in France, where I lay two Years and two 
Months under great Hardſhips, and Nineteen Months of 
that time all alone in an uneaſfie and Diſconſolate Condi- 
KOn. 

B3> When I was firſt brought Priſoner thither, I lay four 
Months in an Hoſpital at Bre/?, for Cure of my. Wounds, 
and was ſent to Naxts before half Cured. While I was. 

at. 
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at Breſt, I was Aſtoniſhed at the Expedition uſed in Man- 
ning and Fitting out their Ships, which till then I thought 
could be done no where ſooner than in Ezeland, where we 
have ten times the Shipping, and conſequently ten times 
more Seamen than they have in Frazce; but there I ſaw 
Twenty Sail of Ships of about 60 Guns a piece, got ready 
in Twenty days time; they were brought in and the Men 
Diſcharged, and upon an Order from Pars, they were 
Careen'd, KeePd up, Rigg'd, Victualled, Man'd and out a- 
g410 1n the {aid time, with the greateſt Eaſe imaginable. I 
likewiſe ſaw a Ship of 100 Guns there, had all her Guns 
taken out in four or five Hours time, which I never ſaw 
done in Ezxglazd in twenty four Hours, and this with great- 
er Eaſe and leſs Hazard than here, which IT ſaw under the 
Hoſpital Window ; and this I am ſure I could do as eafie 
in Exgland. 

I likewiſe ſaw on the other fide of the River, an 1mita- 
tion of a Ship with a Tire of Guns, where the Men were 
often Exerciſed and inſtructed in the Practice and Ulſe of 
the Great Gun, as if they were at Sea, which very much 
contributed to their Skill; and if the ſame were done and 
praiſed near our Sea-Ports, 1t would be of great uſe in 
fitting Men for the Sea-Service; in which we need not be 
aſhamed to learn of them, for they are ready enough to 
imitate us in any thing tor their Advantage. 

The aforeſaid Ships being ſo ſoon out again, put me 
upon Enquiry how the Men were got ſo quickly, and I 
found that the Seamen were all Regiſtred by the Inteadazt 
Marize, or Commiſſary of each Province near the Sea, which 
puts that King to vaſt Charge in paying great Salaries to 
them, their Provoſts Marine, Arches and other Officers for 
taking Account of all Maritime Aiﬀairs, tor a Merchant 
Ship cannot go to Sca without leave from fuch Iztendaxr, 
who appoints what Seamen they {hall have, and io many 
Land-men to be trained up in the Frezch King's Pay, as 1s 
rhought neceſſary ; which Method he hath ufcd tor theſe 
Fourteen Years paſt, in all probability, in hopes of an Ad- 


vantage over England, 
C-2 Thele 
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Theſe Officers Regiſter not only Seamen, but Watermen, 
Fiſhermen, and all other Perſons belonging to the Sea, or 
Trading in any River of Fraxce, as the Loire, Seyne, &c. 
who upon Proclamation are always to be ready to ſerve 
on Board the Fleet, as they have been all this War, and 
upon Failure (by his Arbitrary Fower) Hangs them up at 
their own Door without Tryal or Mercy. 

So that to the wonder of the World (tho he has not a- 
bove the Tenth part of Merchant Shupping, as aiorelaid, 
which 1s the Nurſery of Seamen ) he gets out his Fleet 
ready to Fight the Ezgliſh and Datch, who are ſo much 
Superior to him in Naval Strength, that it 1s very much 
Admired at Abroad, and look'd upon as ill Conduct in us. 

Thus the Frexch King when his Fleet 1s out at Sea, is. 
at much greater Charge than we, in regard of the Encou- 
ragement he then gives to his Officers, both in Pay and 
Provifions, which brings his beſt Nobility to his Service, 
who when they are rafficiencly Qualified, are Preferred to. 
Command, and never makes Matters of Merchant-men 
Captains of Men of War, well knowing that there is as 

reat an improbability in moſt of them, to well under-. 
| Ga the Nature and Command of a Man of War, as tis 
for a Gentleman of 500 /. a Year (that perhaps knows well 
enough how to manage his own Eſtate) underſtands Martial 
Diſcipline to Command in a Caſtle in a time of AQion, or 


for a Captain in the Militia to be as fit to make a General- 


Officer, as one that has been in ſeveral Campains,Sieges, and 
other Actions; and will ſooner prefer one of his Warrant- 
Officers that has been trained up in his Service, than one of 
them ; tho that is alſo very rare, for he will ſooner Reward 
them with Money for any brave Action, and give his Com- 
mands to his People of Quality. 

BZ And tho the Frexch King by the Means atoreſaid, is 
at more Charge than we, when his Fleet 1s out, yet when 
they come in he is at much leſs, for then he pays off, and 
lays up his great Ships (as we may now do by the foilowing 
Method) which ſaves him yalt Charge in the SES 
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his Men go out a Privateering, and make a Harveſt upon 
_ our Merchant-Men,which he Encourages by giving them his 
Tenths of whar they take : Which I could with was done 
in England. 

And here I cannot torbear mentioning one generous ACti- 
on of that King, who as he Puniſhes well, takes care like- 
wiſe to Reward well : For when 1 was taken in the Ports- 
mouth by the Chevalier Demany, Knight of Malta, in the Mar- 
queſs, a Ship of 60 odd Guns (all Braſs but twelve) tho? he 
could not bring my Shup in, {he was ſo much diſabled, he 
dying in forty eight Hours of his Wounds, told the Second 
Captain upon his Death-bed, That nothing troubled him, 
but that he ſhould die 1n debt to his Relations and Friends, 
which being repreſented to Moxſteur Saignelay, (who then 
was on Board the Fleet) and by him to the Frexch King; the 
King thereupon did much regret the loſs of ſuch a Man,ſay- 
ing, He had rather have loſt the Ship than the Captain, and or- 
dered the Paymeat of his debts, out of his own Bounty,which 
came to 22000 Livres, which 1s near 1800 /. Sterligg. ; 

Thus it being the Method of the Frezch King to furniſh 
himſelf with Seamen on any occaſion: 1. By Regiſtring 
them: 2. By his Arbitrary Power, Hanging them in caſe of 
Deſertion, thereby like Death, ſparing none to the Sea or 
Gallows. In Ezglazd it would be tound both difticult,charge- 

able and needleſs. 7

for Wages over and above 23 5s. a Month, that as they are ſo 
great Gainers by the War, they may be aſliſting to the War, Y 

having now ſometimes 3 /. a Month, whereas in time of : 
Peace, they have but 23s. and 25s. a Month ; and a Sea- 
man in a Collier has now 8 /. a Voyage which uſed to be 
but 3o 5. So that by this way the Maſters and Owners will | 
rather gain than loſe, and no one will be prejudiced, for the 
Scamen pay only out of their extraordinary Wages. 

And in caſe a Veſlel exceed 5o Tun, and amount not to 
100 Tun, if ſhe be above the one half of the 50 Tun, in di- 
ipute, ſhe ſhall ind a Man for that, as well as it ſhe mea- 
{ured the full number; but it ſhe come {hort of the one halt of 
the 50 Tun, 1n diſpute, then {he- ſhall not find any thing, 
tor the odd Tuns ſhe meaſures over and above, even fifties :

It is anſwered ; It is no more hard for a Ship lying by. the 
Wall thus to contribute, than for an empty Houle to find a 
Militia Man, &c. On the the other hand all good Men, and 
well-wiſhers tothe Government (lo far as I can find, by diſ- 
courſing them) are willing to it, as knowing that it will ſave 
them great trouble and charge in Protections, when they may 


at all times have Men cheap, and tree from being Impreſſed, 


to follow their occaſions, and beſides have Convoys more 
ready to attend them, when the Fleet is well Mann'd, the 
Ships clean, and all in good Order : And I am very well aſſu- 
red there will not be one Ship or Veſlel the leſs on this ac- 
count; but if any Objection be made by thoſe Concerned a- 
gainſt any Particular hereot, it is humbly deſired they may 
be perſonally heard themſelves by a Committee, what the 
have material to offer, as plain matter of fact, ( without 
Lawyers) and we do not doubt but to give good Satisfaction 
therein. 

This being duly put in Practice all over Ezeland, Wates, 
&C. according to the Method propoled,will it's not doubt- 
ed (with Eaſe, when the Oftice 1s Settled ) furniſh Their 
Majeſties Fleet in a Month's time on any Occaſion, with 
at leaſt Twenty Thouſand Seamen, 1t not more, and bet- 
ter Men than now, becaulc then the rate of Wages, will

And 1t any Maſter, Owner, or orher concerned, refuſe 
or neglect to find ſuch Man, or Men, to be approved of 
as aforeſaid, or to pay the Five Pounds for each Man, 
within the Month Limited by Proclamation, he or they 
{hall Forfeit the Ship or Vellel for which they have not 
tound Men, or paid their Money as aforeſaid, to be re- 
covered into this Office, by Proſecution in the Exchegaer, 
or at Common-Law, and to be by the Oticers thereot 
Sold and Employed in the Encouraging ſuch Qualtted 
Seamen as ſhall be fit for Their Majelties Service; for 
which Encouragement or Gratuity many will be willing 
to come in; and poor Seamen that come out of Frazce and 
want Cloaths and Necetlaries, or are otherwiſe Dittrelled, 
will gladly come to this Othce and. receive Five Tounds 
to go to Sea, bringing his Landlord, or ſome other $e- 
curity to be Bound for his going accordinzgly, as mutt 
likewiſe all thoſe that are brought on the account of any 
Sip, Velilel, or {mall Cratt; tor when any tails, the Vellel 
they- Serve tor, 1s to be Accountable; and therefore tlie 
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Maſter or Owner on giving his Gratuity, will be careful 
what Security he has, that his Man or Men ſhall go, 

And that ſuch Maſter or Owner may not be put to any 
great trouble upon the failure of his Men, when there 1s 
any ſuch failure, the Commutlioners of this Office will ſend 
to the Maſter or Owner concern'd,tor the Bonds of the Per- 
{ons ſo failing, and put the ſame in Suit; for which it is con- 
ceived eary; that ſome quick way may be provided for 
recovering the forteiture without long Trouble, or unneceſ- 
{ary Charge to the Othce. | 

And if it {hall happen that any of theſe Men ſo provided 
as aforeſaid, {hall receive Preferment ; the Man fo Preferr'd 
{hall be obliged to find another in his room. 

And now tor the regular and eftectual Management of 
this great Aﬀatrr, ſo much conducing to the eaſe and benefit 
of their Majeſties and their Kingdoms, It is humbly Pro- 
poſed, that there be appointed for the Principal Office in Lo#- 
don five Commiſſioners (all Sea Commanders that have well 
merited in their Majelties Service) whereof one to be Super- 
intendant, and any three to make a Quorum. 

That there be an Iron Cheſt in the Office, with a Slit on 
the Top, for any Perſon that brings mony inſtead of Men, 
to {ee their mony put 1nto, that the King nor himſelf be not 
wronged. 

That there be fiveditterent Locks to this Cheſt, whereof 
each Commilſtioner to have a Key, and therefore to be 0- 
pened only when they are all preſent, that there may be no 
Fraud in the Caſe. 

That there be alſo a Secretary, Clerks, Meſſengers, and 
other Othcers neceſſary tor this Service. 

That there be a Sub-Commiſſoner tor the ſame purpoſe,at 
the Ports of Plymouth, Briſtol, Newcaſtle, Yarmouth, and elſe- 
where, as thought molt convenient, with a Comptroller, Se- 
cretary, Clerks, Surveyors, and ſuch orher Officers as {hall 
be neccllary. 

That there be a.like Tron Cheſt 1n cach Port, with three 
Locks, whereof the Commithoner to keep one Key, the 
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Comptroller another, and the Mayor of each 'Fown the 
Third ; and the Cheſt to be never opened without the May- 
or being preſent with the Commiſſioner and Comptroller, 
and ſeeing what mony s taken out; and for what uſe ; and 
that an Account thereof under their and the' Mayor's Hand 
be from time to time tran{mitted to the principal Office in 
London, where an exact Regitter {hall be kept. 

That there be a Meaſurer in each Port, and Three for 
London, to meaſure all Ships and Veſlels that they may not 
be under-rated. ns 

If it be Objefted, that the Creating new Otficers neceſſa- 
ry for this Service, will be another Charge upon the Go- 
vernment. 

It is humbly Anſwered, That the Officers employ'd are 
_ to be ſuch as have well deſerved of the Government; that 
are diſabled in the Service, and have a Pretence to Pentions 
or half pay, which by this means will be ſaved, as welt as 
the other great Sums before and atter mentioned, to which 
this Charge1sno way Equivalent : Beſtdes1t will be an En- 
couragement to Commanders and Officers in the Sea Ser- 
vice, that there are Employments capable of Rewarding 
them, in which alfo they may yet ſerve their Majeſties, 
and fo not be a Charge Unprofitable. : 

Now for a Demorſtration how to raiſe the 20000 Sea- 
men propoſed : In the firit Place, About this ttme Twelve 
Months a Fleet of 470 Colliers Loaded at Newcaſtle, came 
over the Bar in two days, and joined 70 Sail more that 
came from Szzaderl/and with Coals, wiuch I am atlured of 
by Captain Bazks, that was then their Convoy ; they were 
trom 60 Tuns to 400, ſo that one with another they may be 
allowed to be near 200 'Tun apicce: And at the ſame time 
thoſe that are Light and Repairing, and Loading at Newca- 
#le, and unloading at other Ports, with what Trade from 
Milford, and other parts of Wales, tor Trel/ana, and tome 
parts of Exzg/azd, witit a {ort of Coal called Cz/zz tor Szuths, 
cannot be reckoned at lefs than as many more, maKiig to- 
gether 1000 Sail, which at 200 Tun apiece one with ate 

other, 
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ther, may find four Men each, which in the whole railes

and Sunderland about zooV ellels call'd Keels 


conſtantly employ'd in Lading Coals that 
carry five and ſix Men apiece; and may 
very well aftord to find among them 
about — --- -— $00 Men. 

So that the Colliery of Exg/auda modeſtly 

computed finds alone, —— 4800 Men, and 
yet cannot be ſuppoſed to be one-feventh part of the Ship- 
ping of Ergland. TE 

Then for theWatermen there were this year muſtered on 
Board their Majeſties Ships of War, x1100-good Men that 
went voluntarily into their Majeſties Service, who will go 
again with their reſpe&tive Commanders, beſides thoſe 
that were ſent by their Hall. 

And we cannot ſuppoſe but that allowing three Boats or 
Wherries to find a Max, without exempting any on 
account of Privilege : That way there wull not go 
leſs than 1500 or 2000 Men, which mult be qualified as 
above, and what Apprentices they ſend that have not been 
at Sea before, are not to be reckoned in this number. 

The Weſtern Barges, Ware Barges, Row-Barges, Tilt- 
Boats, and Ferry-Boats, will ind 500 Men. 

The Ballait-Lighters will now find 132 Men, and ought 
to and 1609. | 

The Perer-Boats,, and Oylter-Cocks, formerly offer'd 
500 Men, and cannot now {ind lels, 1” .not more. 

'Fhe Coal-Lighters and Cloſe-Lighters are ſo numerous, 
that I know not what their Quota may amount to. Thus 
tne River of 7 hames Farniihes 3732 Men, without reckon- 
ing Merchant-Ships, and Coal-Lighters, which may be 
confiderable. 

In the next place as 
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s to the Fiſhery, about Eight Years 
0 the Herring Filnery at Tarmonth, tor 


£wo Years, and found that the Ex7/ifh had then about 700. 
Vellels 
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Veſſels employ'd in that Trade, carrying from 8 to 20 Men 
apiece; ſo that allowing them to carry 15 Men each one 
with another, 1tamounts to 10500/Men, and great part of 
theſe Veſſels. belonging to the Cinque Ports, they pretend a 
Privilege, that they; will never ſutter a Preis among'them, 
whereby. their Majeſties are deprived of the Service of fo 
many able men; but by this method their Veſſels will be 
obliged 'to find their Proportion, as others do, or pay their 
mony to provide others; and 1o their Majeſties will have 
the benefit of their Service, as of Right doth belong to them, 

The Town of Tarmonth, as T have been informed by the 
Magiſtrates thereof, hath formerly had 1500 Ships belong- 
ing to it ; but now much decay d by the choaking up of 
the Mouth of the Harbor. 

The Datch had then near 3000 Buſles and Doggers a Fi- 
{hing there, with three ſmall Ships with Flags tor Convoy, 
belonging to Arkhaſer ; the Commanders coming on Board 
me all at.once,told me, That that Town had once 1 500 Buſſes 
and Doggers belonging to 1t : Their Vetlels carry above 20 
Men one with another, being near a 100 Tun each, ſo that 
at that rate there came 3oooo Men from that one Town : 
They make three, Voyages 1n a Year, beginning at the I- 

lands of Orkzay and Shetland; and following the Fiſh 

through the Chanrel to the North-Foreland, Whereas we 
have the conveniency of taking them up ſo near hand, that 
at Tarmouth what they take in the Night, they can carry 
aſhore in the Day, and return to their Fiſhing again ar 
Night ; whenas the Dazch are by their diſtance trom home 
obliged to be at great Charge in Gibbing, Pickling and Bar- 
relling them up to preſerve them Sweet ; and mutt lie out 
at Sea 1n all Weathers, which we are not expoſed to; and 
yet to our great Shame and Detriment, both to our Selves 
and Poſterity, we have in great meaſure loſt that fo ad- 
vantagious 'Trade of the Herring Fiſhery, which 1s a Semi- 
nary tor Seamen ; and a Maintenance to ſo many thouſand 
Famulics in Hollapd, who are at much more pains, Charge 
and Trouble, than we in Ezglard need be, to whom ut 
E - __ Coth 
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doth of Juſtice, Ancient Right, and Situation appertain, 
During the time I was Convoy to our Fiſhery there, as 
aforefaid; my Buſineſs was to ſee that no Foreigner ſhould 
Fiſh in fight of the Shore, becaule the Fiſh drawing thither 
to Spawn, the belt Draughts are there ; and beſides the 
Waurope of the Dutch 1s bigger than ours, and their - Gear 
ſtronger ; they have bigger Veſlels than we, and more Men, 
and ſo would be too hard tor ours, and drive us off the Fiſh- 
ing Ground, 1t it were nor for our Convoy ; for ſome of 


their Veſſels have 340 Nets apiece, which will reach up-- 


wards of two mule. 

It happened once I ſaw a Dutch Veſlel driving near 
the Shore, upon which I fir'd a Gun, and brought the Ma- 
ſter on Board me; I asked him how he durſt go there-to 
Kiſh, he told me ingenioufly it was for the advantage of the 
Draught there; IT asked him what Fiſh he had taken that 
Night, Teeing his Nets white; he told me 19 Laſt,' each of 
which contains 12000 Herrings, ſo that computing them at 
20 5. per Barrel, lis Nights work came to 228 /. with which 
and what he had taken before, he was forced to run imme- 
diately to Holland, for tear of their ſtinking ; 10 that admit- 
ting each of. thele 3000 Vellels take 50 Laſt of Fiſh each 
Voyage, and three Voyages to be made in one Seaſon, at 
10 /, each Laſt, it amounts in the whole to 4500000 /, This 
I thought to be incredible ; they told me allo thefe Herrings 
in paying Duties for Staves, Hoops, Salt, Packing, Import- 
ing, and again Exporting for the Rhize, and other Coun- 
tries, bring in a conſiderable Revenue to the State; and 
then to our great Shame theſe Herrings taken upon our own 


Coaſt, are likewiſe traded with to Ezg/azad, and there ſold: 


for 'T'wo-pence apiece, and ſometimes more : And by this 
it is very demonſtrable what the advantage of this Fiſhery 
might be, 1t Encouraged. 

The Freach were there, but had not then above 100 
Veſſels, tho they ( finding the Sweetneſs) have much en- 
creaſed ſince; they would be preſſing in for the Shore ; for 
which reaſon I ſometimes took ſeveral of their Maſters on 
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Board me, and then ſet Sail to the open Sea, and there put 


them all on Board one of theirVeſlels to ſhew them Sea-breed- 


ing, and they having no Boats, were two or three days be- 
fore they could get into their own Veſlels again ; and this I 
did purpoſely, that they of all others might not have the 
Encouragement of over-running us in our Fiſhery. _ 

The 71lchard Fiſhery in the Weſt is very conſiderable, I 
have known 500 Boats at a time in Monpts-Bay,catching Pil- 
chards : If they be rated according totheir ſeveral Burthens, 
or the number of Men they employ , I doubt not but they 
will raiſe a conſiderable number of Seamen, as wall allo the 
New-found-land and Tſelaxd Fiſhery, which it-encouraged, 
would turn to. good account, and that is no way better to 
be done, than by letting them have free liberty to Trade, 
without the Danger of Preſſing their Men. 

And now ſince I have taken the pains to get 20000 Sea- 


men for their Majeſties Service, which I doubt not but by 


this Method will eaſily be done, and without oppreſing 
any, only laying an Embargo tor one Month, and obliging 
all Maſters and Owners of Ships not to allow above 3os. per 
Month to any private Seaman ; I humbly conceive it but 
reaſonable ſome Care be taken of thoſe that loſe their Limbs, 
or are otherwiſe diſabled in ſuch Service, for which pur- 
poſe in the firſt place it is Propoſed : | | 

I. That the Poor's Cheſt at Chatham be regulated, and to 


that end be put under the Care and Inſpection of the Com- 


miſſioners of this Office; and in regard that the preſent Re- 
venue of that Cheſt conliits of the Seamens Deductions, which 
in time of Peace fall ſhort, and are of no competent Support 
tor the poor diſabVd Seamen : Tr is in the ſecond place Pro- 
poled, 

252. Thatiftthe Law-Bill (which was lately in being ) 
were reyived and ſctled upon this CheF, tor the Rehiet and 
Support of Seamen, wounded and diſabled in their Maje- 
{ties Service ; it would not be felt by the Subject, and at the 
{ame time be a conſtant Fund for this uſe caough to ſup- 
port it; and whereas a Seaman has now at the molt twenty 
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Nobles a Year for the loſs of a Limb, he ſhould then have 
at leaſt double that Sum, and ſo be Happier without his 
Limb than with it ; for the Smart will be forgot when the 
Mony is preſent. And here my chief deſign {ſhould be to 
prevent that common Evil too often ſeen in things given to 
good uſes, rhat the Pillars to ſupport it, may not be the 
Caterpillars of it. : 

And that thisOfhce may be kept up in time of Peace as well 
as War, to be ready at all times, for their Majeſties Service; 
It is humbly Propoſed that all Ships, Veſſels and ſmall Craft, 
ſhall for each Man they find in time of War, pay 5 s. per An- 
2um in time of Peace, as an Acknowledgment to this Office. 

And that Seamen in Merchanr-Ships may not ſtill pretend 
they have nothing allow'd them, it they loſe their Limbs, 
whereby many Ships have been loſt, for want of defendin 
them ; "Fhis Office, in caſe it be thus ſetled, will, for the fu- 
ture, pay and allow to all Seamen, wounded and difabPd in 


Merchant-Ships, and likewiſe in private Men of War, two 


third parts of what is allow'd to Seamen in cheir Majeſties 
Ships of War in the like caſe. | 


Now to demonſtrate what may undoubtedly be ſaved to -. 
the King and Kingdom, by the foregoing Method, I find, © 


that the whole Fleet, by the Lift of the Line of Battel, con- 
ſiſts not of 36000 Men, with Fireſhips and Tenders; and 
now we need not halt the Tenders we had before, there be- 
ing no occaſion for them to go a Preſling. 

And when the great Ships are come 1n and paid off, that 
is, the 16 firſt and ſecond Rates, and 18 of the third Rates, 
with Fireſhips, which together take up about 21000 Men, 
Officers and all; their whole Pay may be ſaved during the 
Winter, which at the Method uſual in the Navy, of allow- 
ing 44. a Man per Month, to pay all Wages, ViQualling, 
Wear and Tear, amounts to 840007. per Month, and 
that for 1ix Months comes to 5040007. At the ſame 
time we ſhall have a Winter Squadron, which will be x 
third Rates, and 13 fourth Rates, beſides fifth and ſixth 
Rates. And then we {hall not want 10500. Mena to be at 
all Calls, by reaſon the others are got already. Thus 
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Thus beſides the ſaid 504000 7. which may be ſaved each 
Winter, by paying off the great Ships, there may be like- 
wile ſaved 60000 /. at leaſt in Conduct, Bounty, and Im- 
preſt-Mony, and the hiring Vellels for Preſſing ; ſo that by 
the whole,it appears, beſides ſaving the King theſe vaſt Sums 
yearly, his Majeſty will always have Men on any occaſion 
for his Service, his Ships may be ready to Sail Clean, and 
in good order : No Pretence can be made uſe of for lying {till 
for want of Men, when the Terrors of Preſſing and fre- 
quent Miſchiets attending it, are prevented, Protections ta- 
ken off, becauſe no need of them : Merchants and Fraders 
will have their Liberty to Traffick, to their own advantage, 
as well as the encreaſe of their Majeſties Cuſtoms, and the 


univerſal good and beneiit of all their Majeſties Kingdoms ; 


thoſe concern'd are generally willing to it, wiſhing it had 
been done before, for that it would have ſaved them a great 
deal of Mony; and if this be done, I ſhall have the Satisfa- 
tion of Serving their Majeſties EffeCtually upon the French, 
for their Barbarous Uſage to Me; and I doubt not but it 
will have that Effect, as not only to regain our Ancient 
Glory, and putus beyond the Danger of being ever attem- 
pted by them (or any Foreign Enemy) tor the Future ; but 
that their Majeſties Royal Navy may go and Command 
where they pleaſe, and have none dare to oppole them. 
And herein I have taken Care as near as may be, not to 
diſoblige or reflect on any Perſon : But it cannot be avoided, 
but that ſogreat a Publick Good will Retrench the Profit ot 
{ome Officers, as the Secretary of the Admiralty, and his 
Clerks, &c. who may for that reaſon endeavor to obſtruct 
and object againſt it 3 in which Caſe I deſire to be rightly 
underſtood, that what I do 1s purely for the Service of their 
Majeſtics and the Kingdom, and not to bring a diſadvan-- 
tage toany Man; But that they may not be Sufferers for a 
General Benefit, their Majeſties, it they fo pleaſe, may com- 
penſate their Loſs by Sallary or otherwi:e, as their Maje- 
ſties &all think fit. 
Provided always, that in Caſe any of their Majeſties Men 
of 
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of War, loſe her Men in Action, or by Sickneſs or other- 
wiſe, and being abroad cannot be {upply*d from this Office 
with ſafety to the Ship, ſuch Ship for her Security may Im- 
preſs as formerly, but ſo as not to diſable any Merchant-man. 
25 And in cale this Office be thus ſetled,and that the Law- 
Bill lately in being, be reviv'd and beſtow'd upon it ; It is 
humbly Propos'd, beſides what additional Encouragement 
1s g1ven to Seamen, wounded and diſabled in their Majeſties 
Ships of War, Privatiers, and Merchant-men ; "That there 
{hall be likewiſe two large Schools Erected, near a Rivers 
{ide, in ſome Cheap Country, where the Children of all 
Seamen kid in their Majeſties Service, {hall be taken into 
one of theſe Schools, at twelve years of Age, and be there 
Taught the Mathematicks : That they ſhall lie in We/t-I- 
aia Hammocks, which in the day time may be putinto Loc- 
kers, that there may be no room loſt tor their Lodgings, 
and every thing be in good order, ſo that then it will be 
wondred where they Lye, 


 B=* That there {hall be a Ship in the River near the School, 


where, on Play-days, or other fit Times, the Boys 1hall go 
on Board, and Learn to Splice and Knot, Reet and Furl, 
&c. whereby they may know all the parts of a Ship, and 
underſtand the Mechanick part of a Sailer, in twoor three 
years time, as well as if they were at Sea ; and then the 
may be drawn off to Sea every year,as occaſion offers, when 
they will want nothing but to get their Sea-Legs. 

23” Theſe Youths ſo drawn oft yearly, ſhall be put out 
Apprentice for three Yearsto Commanders or Lieutenants of 
Men of War, or Warrant Ofticers in their Majeſties Ships, 
and not for ſeven Years to Maſters of Merchant-men, as 1s 
done to the King's Scholars in Chr//?-Church Hoſpital, where, 
after their Majetties have been at great Expence 1n their E- 
ducation tor three Years, and in putting them out Appren- 
riccat 404, charge in Mony and Clothes ; they are Bound 
tor leven Years to Maſters of Merchant-Ships, who alone 
have the beneht of them, without any advantage to their 
Va jelties or the Youths, rho at their going out they are ex- 

amined, 
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amined, as to their Qualification for the Sea, and perhaps 
are better Artiſts than the Maſters they are put to, whereas 
if they had never been Taught any thing, or were even 
took out of the ſtreet, they might as well be put out tor halt 
the Mony,and the Maſters be bound to teach them as much 
as theſe ; and after all the Charge their Majeſties are and 
have been at on this Account, and that there are "Ten drawn 
off to Sea every Year, for theſe 18 Years paſt, there are not 
now Ten of them in their Majeſties Service, tho otherwiſe 
there might have been many, had they been Bound to Com- 
manders or Officers of Men of War. 
D<Z* There are a great many People have entertain*daNotion 
that thoſe bred up in Merchant-men are better Seamen, than 
thoſe bred up in Men of War; but toundeceive them in this 
Particular, 1t is evident, that a Cruiſing Man of War in two 
Months time plows more Sea, and wanders further between 
Heaven and Earth, than a Merchant-ſhip does in a Year, 
by reaſon he Chaſes every Sail he ſees to diſcover what they 
are; when as a Merchant-ſhip, like a Carrier's-Horſe, goes 
only the direct Road, to come at his Port the neareſt way 
he can ; belides he is heavy laden, ſo that a Man of War 
runs two Foot to his one : Then he 1s oblig'd to ſtay her 
tor Freight, and often for Convoy, which taken altogether, 
often keeps him in Port or Harbor nine Mozrhs in a Year, 
whereas a Cruiſing Man of War is out at Sea nine Months 
in a Year; fo that it is hereby very plain, that in two years 
there 1s more to be Learned in a Man of War, both as to 
Action, the way of Command, and otherwiſe, than by be- 
ing {even Years in a Merchant-man; but many hold this 
Argument, hoping thereby to be thought to underſtand 
the Sea. 

The other School {hall be for the Sons of Commanders 
kill'd in their Majeſties Service, and the Sons of Gentlemen, 
that are willing to be bred up to the Sea, where they ſhall 
be Taught every thing necellary, to qualifie them to make 
Otticers, as particularly Navigation, Fortification, Gunnery, 
Languages, the Exerciſe of Pike and Musket, ec. They

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{hall be lodged in pretty decent Apartments, and have Tu- 
tors and good Orders among them, ſufficient for their Edu- 
cation and Inſtruction in things of this nature, which will 
be of great Conſequence to this Kingdom ; and then when 
It 15 {een that this 1s well manag'd, it may be preſumed ma- 
ny well minded People, that have got Eſtates by the Sea,and 
have no Heirs of their own, may leave their Eſtates or good 
Legacies to the Support and Maintenance of theſe Schools, 
which may properly be called the Academy for the Sea.
